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I move to amend the proposed resolution to include new WHEREAS clauses on 
Placemaking Opportunities to enhance multi-modal and corridor systems, to read 
as follows: 

 
WHEREAS, The Corridor Program Office (CPO) is strategically leveraging 
transportation improvement bond dollars to achieve comprehensive 
community outcomes and policy initiatives by partnering with other City 
departments, developers, non-profit organizations and agencies to extend the 
scope of the corridor transportation improvement projects so that together 
we can amplify the community, culture, and the mobility experience; and 
 
WHEREAS, CPO has identified high impact placemaking opportunity areas 
that fall within districts, gateways or nodes along the nine Corridor in the 
Corridor Construction Program, including William Cannon, North and South 
Lamar, East MLK, East Riverside, Guadalupe, Burnet, and Airport 

 
I further move to amend the first BE IT RESOLVED clause to read as follows: 
 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
AUSTIN: 
This resolution is intended to be the contract with the voters to use the bond 
funds from the November 2020 general obligation bond election for 
enhanced funding for the following active transportation improvements 
identified in the Austin Strategic Mobility Plan: 
… 

• Multimodal Capital Improvements: Projects related to active 
transportation and safety priorities including the Longhorn Dam 
bridge project, and multimodal improvements to substandard streets, 
prioritizing improvements along Johnny Morris Road between Loyola 
Lane and East Martin Luther King, Jr. Boulevard and Ross Road, 
South Pleasant Valley Corridor, Coopers Lane, and Nuckols Crossing 
Road  

• Placemaking: Projects associated with Corridor projects and other 
active transportation projects creating squares, plazas,
